Ike buried in Kansas 
in typical Gl coffin 


ABILENE, Kan. (UPI) — Dwight David Eisenhower, a simple, honest man 
called Ike, was buried today in an $80 GI coffin in the prairie heart of the 
America he served in war and peace as leader, soldier, hero and friend. 
“ Well done, good and faithful servant,” a preacher said proudly over the 
casket, the same as those which contain the bodies of thousands of men who 
fell while serving under him at war. 
A chill, brisk wind blew over the home town which once knew the man called 
Ike as a gangly boy who worked in the local creamery. 
His last resting place was among his own kind of prairie people. Grown 
men and women, weeping tears of sadness and pride, lined the streets. 
Military bands played muffled hymns. Bells tolled 75 feet high in the stark­ 
ly simple white chapel where Eisenhower was buried in a cement vault. 
“ It is most fitting that he be laid to rest near his family home,” said the 
Rev. Dean M iller of Palm Desert, Calif., on the five short steps of the Eisen­ 
hower Library during public services. 
“ President Nixon quoted the general as saying, 'I come from the heart of 
America.’ So it is to the heart of America Gen. Eisenhower has returned to­ 
day,” the preacher said in slow, rolling tones, his right hand lifted in the cold 
Kansas air. 
Ike’s gallant widow, Mamie, blinked back tears while the Rev. Miller and 
the Rev. Robert H. Macaskill of Gettysburg, Pa., eulogized her as a “ compan­ 
ion soldier.” 
“ She graciously shared her husband with the world but she uniquely belongs 
to him,” said the Pennsylvania preacher. His black robes flapped in the wind 
that twice blew the American Hag off Eisenhower’s government-issue coffin 
during the outdoor'ceremonies. 
“ As had been said of Lincoln, it can now be said of Dwight Eisenhower — 
he belongs to the ages,” said the Rev. Macaskill, of the Palm Desert, Calif., 
Community Church. 
“ His spirit is the expression of the American ideals of liberty and justice 
for all.” 
Soldiers 
boomed a 21-gun salute to the five-star general and the nation’s 
34th president who died last Friday after a lengthy battle with heart disease. 
The 5th Army band played “ Ruffles and Flourishes,” “ Hail to the Chief” and 
“ God of Our Fathers.” 
Then Eisenhower was lowered beneath the floor of the place he himself, had 
called “ a place of meditation,” while a trumpeter blew “ Taps.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Thomas Brad­ 
ley, a Negro city councilman and form­ 
er police officer will face Mayor Sam 
Yorty in a runoff election next month 
for mayor of the nation’s third largest 
city. 
Bradley, the first black candidate to 
wage a full scale campaign for mayor 
in the city’s history, led from the be­ 
ginning and by early today had amassed 
41.79 per cent of the vote to Yorty’s 
26.08 per cent, according to a nearly 
complete tabulation. 
Yorty, who is seeking his third, four- 
year *erm, charged Tuesday night Brad­ 
ley “ made a racist appeal to the Negro 
area” for votes during his campaign. 
Bradley said “ race is not a relevant 
factor” in the campaign. 
Yorty predicted victory in the runoff, 
but city election records dating back to 
1913 showed that whenever an incumbent 
mayor was forced into a runoff, 
he 
lost. 
In 
a special congressional election 
in the 27th District, Republican Barry 
Goldwater Jr., son of the Arizona sen­ 
ator and former GOP presidental can­ 
didate, got 30.8 per cent of the vote. 
John van 
De Kamp, a Democrat, was 
second highest among the 16 candidates 
with 13.5 per cent according to final un­ 
official returns. 
The runoff election for mayor on May 
27 was necessary because none of the 
12 candidates received a majority. In 
the congressional race, the top Republi­ 
can and Democrat-Goldwater and Van De 
Camp — meet in a runoff April 29. 
Yorty made the “ racist” charge in an 
election night interview when it became 
apparent he was running behind Brad­ 
ley. 
“ We know that Mr. Bradley made a 
very racist appeal to the Negro area. 
He told the Negro people they should 
vote for him because he is a Negro. 
This is contrary to everything he b^ 
lieves in,” Yorty said. 
Bradley said of the racial issue that 
“ so far as I could, I ignored the issue, 
hoping the voters would.” Black voters 
comprise less than 20 per cent of the 
electorate in Los Angeles. 
City voters also rejected three bal* 
lot propositions relating to school fii> 
ancing and construction and approved 10 
amendments to the city charter. 
Defeat of the school proposals was 
blamed on the already heavy property 
tax burden and the recent wave of racial 
unrest in junior and senior high schools.

A delegation of Lompoc Planning Com­ 
missioners led by Clinton Sherrod, plan­ 
ning director flew to Los Angeles yes­ 
terday to discuss possible updating of 
Lompoc Airport with Federal Aviation 
Agency officials. 
Details of the action were not dis­ 
closed today, but one source revealed 
that the delegation presented air traf­ 
fic volume statistics. Lompoc Airport is 
designated a GU, or general utility 
airport, to serve all aviation traffic ex­ 
cept transports and business jets. Lom­ 
poc Airport is a county facility. 
Under the designation Lompoc Airport 
has a maximum runway qualification of 
3,600 feet. There has been pressure to 
lengthen the runway, hopefully with some 
federal funds. But the airport would have 
to have a higher rating in FAA eyes b&. 
fore this could happen. 
The trip made by the local officials 
was believed spurred by dissatisfaction 
with the proposed County Master Plan of 
Airports, which shows Lompoc Airport 
with only a fraction of the actual air 
traffic volume. The plan also makes 
no mention of the airport’s scheduled 
passenger service and scheduled air 
freight service.

Federal judge rules 


draft discriminates

- A federal judge 
in Boston has handed the U.S. Supreme 
Court a hot potato — the touchy question 
of conscientious objection as it relates 
to the Vietnam war. 


U.S. 
District Court Judge Charles 
E. Wyzanski Jr . ruled Tuesday that the 
Selective Service Act of 1967 “ uncon­ 
stitutionally discriminated” against per­ 
sons claiming to be conscientious objec­ 
tors on other than religious grounds. 


Police services in Lompoc will be 
scrutinized in an independent study by 
the California Commission on Peace Of­ 
ficer Standards and Training, it was an- 
nounced last night by City Administrator 
Gene V ahlers at the City Council meet­ 
ing.

Wahlers 
stated 
that the survey will 
include counseling service for the pur­ 
pose of improving the administration, 
management and operation of the depart­ 
ment. 
Services 
of the commission will in­ 
clude tips on how to save paper work, 
deployment of officers in peak crime 
areas, pooling of inter-agency resourc­ 
es and information on new anti-crime 
methods. 


The survey, to be conducted within the 
next few days, is provided without cost 
to the city. 
In a memorandum to the City Council, 
Wahlers pointed out the many depart­ 
mental improvements over the {iast year 
in order to maximize the • ffectiveness 
of the department and time of sworn 
personnel in the field. 


These improvements 
have included 
the dispatcher - jailer program, the Nye- 
matic recording system whereby offi­ 
cers can dictate reports, transfer of 
maintenance duties to the building facil­ 
ities division of public works and the 
parking enforcement clerk position. 
“ It has become apparent, 
however, 
that due to increasing workloads, jiar- 
ticularly in the detective division, that 
additional manpower may still be requir­ 
ed,’ 
Wahlers stated. “ The services of 
the counseling will enable us to analyze 
in detail this need, in addition to evaluat­ 
ing the general effectiveness of our 
police department.” 


A call for a $500,000 bond issue 
election to be held June 3 was approved 
last night at the Lompoc City Council 
following a public hearing attended bv 
approxminately 45 persons in council 
chambers. 
The measure, if approved, will fin­ 
ance the construction of a fire station 
headquarters and other related fire pro­ 
tection facilities. 
Little opposition was voiced on the 
proposal and the approval was unan­ 
imous. 
Robert Baray of 101 N. X St., urged 
that the Council should consider the 
project along with the civic center in 
order to take advantage of federal grant 
funds. 
“ All of this could be taken care of 
with one federal grant,” Baray stated. 
John Skov of 1100 North H Street 
attacked the fiscal responsibility of the 
project. 
“ We should have a fire hall only 
when we have the money to pay for 
it,” he declared. 
Mayor Robert MtcClure answered Skov 
stating that the citv was in good finan­ 
cial condition and that the only proper 
approach was to take the issue to the 
people. 
Ed Rodgers of 321 E. Locust Ave., 
doubted the priorities of city projects 
stating that street and sidewalk con­ 
struction should come ahead of a fire 
station project. He also argued that 
the new $600,000 library project should 
not have been built with such high 
priority. 
Arthur Batty of 527 S. L St., spoke 
m favor of the project stating “ If any­ 
one is In doubt that the project is need­ 
ed, tour the present facility.” 
Also speaking in favor of the bond 
measure were Mrs. Gail Steiger, Mrs. 
Connie Steffen and Mel Beets. 
The hearing opened with a 45 min­ 
ute presentation by City Administra­ 
tor Gene Wahlers. Wahlers explained 
that the project would leave the city 
with a remaining $4.5 million legal 
bonding capacity. He described the need 
for the facilities which will include a 
fire station headquarters, fire alarm 
system and testing and training area. 
Present at the hearing were a large 
number of members of the newly ap­ 
pointed citizens’ committee supporting 
the bond measure under tne’chairman- 
ship of Kenneth Wicks. Following the 
hearing, the members took a conduct­ 
ed tour of the present fire station fac­ 
ilities with Fire Chief John Baker. 
Council members appointed new mem­ 
bers to the committee at the conclus­ 
ion of the hearing. They are Mr. and 
Mrs. Verne Copeland. Russell Manseau, 
Mrs. Rose McIntosh and Rev. 
Robert 
Bergman. 
An architectural firm based in Santa 
Barbara already has been selected to 
prepare preliminary drawings to aid 
in presenting the project to the people. 
If the bond issue received an affirma­ 
tive vote, the firm then will be em­ 
ployed to design and supervise con­ 
struction of the facility. 
The headquarters station is to be 
located on city owned property at Maple 
Avenue and I Street. Tentative thinking 
is to begin construction in early 1970, 
if the bond issue is approved.

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County ranches hurt by 
floods to get state aid 


l ompoc Valley ranchers, hard tat by last winter's floods, will share im­ 
mediately in emergency tax reassessment benefits signed into law by Gov. 
Reagan yesterday, Deputy County Assessor Robert Chilson announced in 
Lompoc today. 
An estimated 70 valley ranchers had filed affidavits for the benefits in 
anticipation of Reagan's action. The legislation by Sen. Ralph C. Dills, D- 
Gardena, goes into effect immediately. It permits county supervisors 
and city councils to make tax i eassessments of property destroyed or dam­ 
aged in the Hoods. 
Cash refunds on property taxes paid last December are possible sometime 
in May or June, according to Chilson. The refunds will be based on the amount 
of damage suffered in January and February when flood waters from the 
Santa Ynez River inundated most of the west Valley. Flood damages suffered 
by Valley agriculture and adjacent areas have been estimated as high as sev- 
eral millions of dollars. 
Damage must exceed $1,000 before the property can be reassessed. 
Chilson and his aides had been studying the affidavits pending the outcome 
of Dills bill. Today they swung into action in a crash program to carry out or> 
site surveys of the damages claimed by the ranchers. It will be May or June 
before Chilson can complete the survey and qualify the ranchers for the re­ 
funds. 
The difference between the old assessment and the new will be used to com- 
pute the refunds, using a factor of five-twelfths, Chilson said. 
The reassessments will be considered again next year and each year there- 
after until the rancher has fully restored his property to production, accord 
ing to Chilson. As the restoration proceeds the amount of the tax saving will 
decline.

Communist company hits U.S. 
camp near Saigon with mortars

SAIGON 
(UPI)—A 
Commu­ 
nist company 130 men strong 
slammed a heavy mortar attack 
into 
U.S. 
soldiers 
camped 
northwest of Saigon today and 
then charged with machine guns 
and bazookas. They were turned 
back with 49 killed, military 
spokesmen said. 
The battle before dawn 25 
miles northwest of Saigon ended 
with no American casualties 
and with U.S. warplanes and 
helicopter gunships hammering 
the guerrillas’ escape routes on 
an infiltration corridor between 
Cambodia and the capital. 
It brought to 266 the number 
of Reds slain in a series of 
nationwide battles announced 
today, one of them a brief 
skirmish 
Tuesday 
12 
miles 
from downtown Saigon. U.S. par­ 
atroopers killed 18 guerrillas 
and iost three men wounded in 
that one, front reports said. 
From 
Hanoi, 
the 
North 
Vietnam News Agency broad­ 
cast an “ assessment” of the 
now 39-day-old nationwide Com­ 
munist offensive and said the 
drive had thwarted U.S. plans 
to cut down American losses 
and begin pulling out of the 
war. 
American headquarters said 
the guerrillas sent 20 mortar 
and rocket barrages into South 
Vietnamese cities and allied 
military camps overnight, kill­ 
ing one civilian and wounding 
three in one salvo into Quang 
Ngai City on the northern coast.

Doctors, lawyers, dentists 
find new tax shelter 


By JOSEPH A. ST. AMANT 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Doc­ 
tor, lawyer and dentist in Cat- 
lfornia may soon take advantage 
of a new tax shelter — incor­ 
poration for professional per­ 
sons. 
A state law passed last N0» 
vember without great fanfare 
perm its professionals to incor­ 
porate and thereby save money 
on income taxes. 
The savings could, of course, 
be passed along to the patient— 
but there is nothing in the law 
to require that. 
One source predicts that most 
of the state's 25,000 physicians 
will incorporate their practices 
within t h e 
next 18 months. 
There are 11,500 dentists and 
30.000 lawyers who also may 
take advantage of the new law. 
United Professional Planning 
Inc., a business management 
group which serves more than 
3.000 physicians, dentists and 
other professionals, has been 
holding sem inars to acquaint 
its clients with the advantages 
of incorporation. It is said that 
a person must gross at least 
$40,000 to make it worthwhile. 
Under 
incorporation, physi­ 
cians for example, would be- 
come employes and would serve 
for regular salaries. In addi­ 
tion, up to 25 per cent of such 
salaries could be funneled into 
profit • sharing and pension 
plans. The contributions 
are 
deductible 
by the corporation 
and are not taxable to the in­ 
dividual employe — at least not 
immediately. 
A corporation also may pro­ 
vide 
insurance 
benefits — 
health and accident and life — 
without cost to the employes. 
Another saving — the first 
$25,000 
of corporate income 
calls for a tax of only about 25 
per cent — much lower than the 
comparable tax for an indívú 
dual. 
Thirty-six states in addition 
to California now perm it pro. 


fessionals to incorporate. 
To illustrate potential savings 
Karl L. Wiley, president of Unit­ 
ed Professional Planning, cites 
the case of a three • man med­ 
ical partnership, which might 
have had a gross income in 
1968 of $350,000. After expens­ 
es, net income would be $235,- 
000 with each partner receiving 
$78,333 gross, and $51,500 net. 
Incorporation would mean a 
net of $42,700 for 
each in­ 
dividual after taxes — less than 
under the partnership —but this 
would be more than offset by 
fringe benefits and would ac­ 
tually give each individual $58,- 
100, or $6,600 more than with­ 
out incorporation.

Tax refund-tax reform 
big issues for Reagan

rare issue—how much tax 
money to return to the pockets 
of those who paid it. 
Reagan wants to return 10 per 
cent next year. 
The Democrats offer to return 
20 per cent now. 
But 
first, 
the 
issue 
of 
Reagan’s record $6.2 billion 
budget must be settled -and 
that probably won’t be until the 
end of June. 
When the governor submitted 
his 1969-7(i spending package, 
top Democrats charged Califor­ 
nia’s state finances have been 
“ miserably mismanaged” and 
laid the blame on Reagan’s 
office. 
Assembly 
Minority Leader 
Jess M. Unruh and his Senate 
counterpart, Democratic Floor 
Leader George Moscone, said 
the 
$1 billion tax increase 
sought by Reagan and passed 
by the legislature was too big. 
Moscone 
and 
Unruh 
will 
probably use the muscle of their 
Democratic voting blocs in the 
upper 
and 
lower houses to 
bargain 
for the refund this 
year. One method is open to 
them.- 
Although Democrats are in 
the minority in both houses, 
Republicans must corral sever­ 
al Democ ratic votes to assure 
two-thirds vote to pass the bud­ 
get. 
Reagan 
insists that there is 
only $100 million available for 
tax returns and not until next 
year. 
But 
the 
Democrats 
maintain 
that at least $250 
million is resting in the state 
treasury that could be refunded. 
“ That was created because two 
years ago Ronald Reagan raised 
your 
taxes 
by almost $700 
million more than was necessa­ 
ry to balance the state budget,” 
Unruh says. 
The 
Moscone - Unruh 
plan 
would return a maximum of 
$150 to married couples this 
year. The governor’s program 


would 
permit 
taxpayers 
to 
subtract 10 per cent from next 
year’s tax bill. 
While 
discussions over the 
budget and refunds were waged 
several tax reform packages 
have been proposed. 
State Controller Houston I. 
Flournoy, head of a special task 
force appointed by the gover­ 
nor, submitted a massive tax 
reshuffle-costing $510 million 
in added taxes. 


The 
governor 
says 
that 
agreeing to withholding to gain 
other features of his program 
would be “ too high a price to 
pay” to achieve his goals. 
But he may have to pay it in 
order to get his budget and 
refund 
plan, 
if Democrats— 
most of whom favor withholding 
—and Bagley join forces. 


The governor’s tax reform 
program—which he will unveil 
soon 
after 
the 
legislature 
reconvenes April 7 from its 
Easter recess- probably will 
include 
proposals 
for 
the 
reduction of 
local property 
levies. 
Reagan indicated last week 
that one means may be to boost 
the state income tax and extend 
the sales tax to support local 
schools. 
Reagan says the income and

Senate conference committee is 
seeking to work out a comprom­ 
ise on a $80.4 million flood re­ 
lief bill that includes a six- 
month increase in the state gas 
tax from 7 to 8 cents.

Maverick breaks out of corral; 
heads for showroom on April 17

The Maverick, the descendant 
of the Ford Motor Company’s 
Mustang, broke out of its corral 
today and charged toward a 
showdown with the imports. 
The Maverick, bearing aprice 
tag of $1,995 including federal 
excise tax, was the first of a 
series of new small cars the 
U.S. auto industry is bringing 
out to try to stem the growth of 
the import market, now running 
close to the one million a year 
mark, better than 10 percentof 
the entire market. 
The Maverick goes on sale in 
dealer showrooms April 17. 
Except for grille and slight 
body 
panel 
differences, 
the 
Maverick 
strongly resembles 
Mustang in a smaller package. 
It has a 103-inch wheelbase and 
over-all length of 179.4 inches. 
It is powered by the 105 horse­ 
power six cylinder Falcon en­ 
gine, with a heavier six avail­ 
able as an option. Fully automsk 
tic and semi-automatic trans­ 
missions also were offered as 
options. 


The Maverick is the first 
Ford offering to challenge the 
import field, headed by Volk­ 
swagen. 
Another 
car, 
even 
smaller, will be introduced by 
Ford next year. 
General 
Motors 
also 
is 
entering the field early in 1970 
with

Chrysler

Although the Maverick will 
carry

other American-built cars, the 
company has dropped the five- 
year, 50,000 mile warranty on 
power train components for ttiis 
model.

Naughton, 
Ford vice 
president and

general manager, emphasized 
economy of price and economy 
of operation for the Maverick. 
Its under - $2,000 price tag is 
still a couple of hundred dollars 
above many of the smaller car 
imports. 
But Naughton contended that 


fewer routine maintenance re­ 
quirements for the Maverick 
over a 12,000-mile first year of 
driving would result in a saving 
of $54 for Maverick u s e r s 
compared 
to 
a Volkswagen. 
Although

Naughton said the Maverick 
provides more hip room and 
shoulder and leg room for four

England Censures Science Fiction Sect

LONDON — < NEA ) — The 
scene is a free lecture spon­ 
sored by Scientology, the 
mind-bending cult which has 
its world headquarters here 
in Britain, and which is now 
being investigated by the 
British government as “so­ 
cially harm ful.’’ 
“ When Ron was discharged 
from the United States Navy 
after the tear, he was blind 
and crippled. Now he is a 
cured man. O K ? Ron has 
saved lots of famous people 
by his knowledge. Elizabeth 
Taylor and Frank Sinatra. 
O.K.?” 
The “Ron" referred to by 
the speaker is Lafayette Ron 
1 lubbard. N e b r a s k a-born 
science fiction w riter and 
founder of Scientology. 
Hubbard, who is barred 
from living in Britain, now 
runs the movement from a 
yacht 
anchored 
o f f 
the 
Greek island of Corfu. Hub­ 
bard's presence is scarcely 
missed, though, for Sciento­ 
logy is booming both in Bri­ 
tain and the United States 
The weird religion now has 
over three million followers 
in America, I was told by 
the cult's official spokesman, 
with main command posts 
located in New York and Los 
Angeles. 


Chances are that Sinatra 
and Elizabeth Taylor have 
never heard of Ron Hubbard. 
In fact, the Scientology lec­ 
turer carefully 
makes 
no 
claim s 
that 
the two film 
stars had been “pn .essed ” 
as m em bers of the cult. 
By bandying such famous 
nam es around, Scientology 
has been able to rope in hun­ 
dreds 
of 
gullible 
Britons, 
who pay up to $864 for a 
course of lectures, which are 
supposed to help them to dis­ 
cover their true identities 
and to lead better lives. 
Film actor Stephen Boyd 
is a Scientology enthusiast, 
according to the new sletter 
put out by the cult. The 40- 
year-old 
actor, 
well-known 
for 
his 
roles 
in 
Western 
films, is quoted as saving 
that Scientology has helped 
his career * in every w ay.” 
Psychiatrists I have talked 


to readily agree that Sciento­ 
logy can do little harm to a 
person who is mentally and 
emotionally stable. But they 
are unanimous in warning of 
the dam age it can do to 
those whose minds are dis­ 
turbed. 
The philosophy b e h i n d 
Scientology 
is 
a 
bizarre 
blend of science fiction and 
psychoanalysis. The actual 
“ processing” c o n s i s t s of 
helping 
the 
individual 
to 
com m unicate better with his 
environm ent and with his 
fellowmen. according to the 
cult’s literature. 
The movement has been 
condemned 
by 
a 
British 
m inister of health as “ social­ 
ly harm ful,” and as a “ po­ 
tential menace to the person­ 
ality and well-being” of its 
followers. 
Headed by Sir John Foster, 
an em inent lawyer and Con­ 
servative M ember of P arlia­ 
ment, a British government 
com m ittee 
is 
expected 
to 
take testimony from those 
who have suffered by Scien­ 
tology “ processing ” 


Until last summer Ameri­ 
cans 
came 
in 
droves 
to 
Saint Hill Manor, located in 
Fast 
Grinstead, 
S u s s e x , 
which is regarded as the 
“ mother church” of Scien­ 
tology. Last July the British 
government cracked down, 
announced that 
henceforth 
all such foreign “students” 
would be barred from enter­ 
ing Britain. Well over one 
hundred American Sciento­ 
logists 
h a v e 
since 
been 
turned away. A chartered 
flight of 180 New York “stu­ 
dents” was canceled follow­ 
ing the British ban. 
Scientology now appears to 
have transferred the seat of 
its activity to the United 
States, and a “ Saint Hill 
M anor" has actually been 
set up in Los Angeles, in 
emulation 
of 
the 
mother 
church here. 
The real Saint Hill Manor 
was formerly owned by the 
M aharajah of Jaipur, and is 
set in 40 acres of magnificent 
parkland, with tennis courts, 
a swimming pool and other 
am enities. Nearby, the Sci 
entologists have built a $750.- 
000 castle in Norman baron­ 
ial stvle, in which lectures 


are held. 


In the absence of Ron Hub­ 
bard, on his yacht in the 
M editerranean, David C ai­ 
man, a Portsm outh business 
man, has become the spokes­ 
man for Scientology. 
“ It’s true that we have in 
excess of three million m em ­ 
bers in the United States,” 
he confirmed. “They come 
from all walks of life. “ We 
even have officials of the 
National Aeronautics Space 
Agency as m em bers, though 
no astronauts as yet.” 
Gaim an, who is in constant 
telex 
communication 
with

in 
Greece, 


denies that Scientology preys 
upon those who are mentally 
disturbed. 
“ So 
far 
the 
authorities 
have been able to produce 
only 
one 
such case,”

says. “It was that of a wom­ 
an who worked for us for one 
month, and who was prompt­ 
ly discharged when we dis­ 
covered that she had spent 
eight years in mental insti­ 
tutions.”

Most bridge players suffer 
from the no-trump complex. 
In its m i l d e s t form the 
sufferer feels that he can 
play no-trump contracts a 
trifle better than his partner. 
In its most virulent form the 
victim feels that he has been 
divinely appointed to play all 
no-trump contracts and that 
he should bid no-trump at the 
first opportunity to prevent 
his p a r t n e r from getting 
there first. 
This c o m p l e x was more 
prevalent a m o n g auction 
players than it is today and 
carried over into the early 


days of contract. 
The bidding in the box took 
place at both tables in the 
1930 National Team Cham­ 
pionship finals. Since the dia­ 
mond jack dropped nicely 
both declarers had no trouble 
collecting 12 tricks and no 
one even considered that the 
slam which made easily in 
either no-trump, spades or 
diamonds was biddable. 
Five or 10 years later any 
really good pair would get 
there. South would bid one 
spade i n s t e a d of two no- 
trump. 
North might jump 
in spades or he might even 
cue bid in hearts. Either way 
North and South would get 
to either six spades or six 
no-trump. 
Today any fair pair would 
get to the slam. The com­ 
bination of a fit in two suits 
plus 29 high-card points in­ 
cluding three aces and four 
kings would be good enough. 
Some 
modern 
scientists 
would get to slam somewhat 
differently. 
S o u t h would 
make a negative double over 
the one heart overcall. This 
modern 
gadget 
shows 
at 
least seven points, including 
four spades and is for take­ 
out. 
North would like his 
hand and proceed to either 
cue bid hearts or jump in 
spades. 
Of course, a modern East 
might not overcall with his 
jack-high suit, but in that 
case South would still re­ 
spond one spade and get to 
the slam.

I was pained to note that the 
three of them were treated by a 
total of eight different kinds of 
doctors. 
“ Holy mustard plaster” I 
muttered. “ I wonder what the 
total would have been if one of 
us had been really sick.” 
(Pretty soon, I suppose, I'll 
have to try to find a doctor who 
can cure me of muttering.) 
It was the staggering variety 
of medical examination they 
received that caused me to take 
typewriter in hand and nostalgi­ 
cally lament the scarcity of 
general practitioners-the sto- 
ried medicos of yore who were 
all-purpose healers—who 
ran 
the gamut from hangnails to 
hernias. 
Well, as you travel along lifes 
highway you quickly learn that 
one man's nostalgia is another 
man's throwback to the Dark 
Ages. 
The ink was hardly on my 
peroration before I received a 
letter 
from the wife of an 
orthopedic surgeon defending 
the advent and proliferation of 
medical specialists. 
It 
is 
the 
specialist, 
she 
avowed who is largely responsi­ 
ble for medical progress. But

Door to executive 
suite resists 
"woman's touch" 
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Few American women share 
the executive “ sweets” of our 
affluent society, although more 
are working than ever before. 
According to a recent study 
by the U.S. Department of La­ 
bor, nearly 30 million women 
are in the labor force. That’s 
about double the number in 1947, 
primarily because more and 
more women, who don’t really 
need the money, are gaining 
psycholgical satisfaction by 
combining a family with a ca­ 
reer. 
Approximately one woman in 
30 is an executive. Of these, 
few breathe the rarified air of 
the board room. A survey of 
$10,000 - a - year - and - up 
women employed by New-York- 
based corporations showed that 
only 2 per cent were officers. 
The professional score is low, 
too. One per cent of all judges 
are women; four percent, lawy­ 
ers, and seven per cent, doc­ 
tors. 
Studies by The National Reg­ 
istry, a New York City firm 
which matches individuals with 
jobs by computer, support these 
figures. Of the firm’s “ compu­ 
terized talent bank’’ of more 
than 55,000 names, which in­ 
clude many of the nation’s leact 
ing executive, professional and 
technical people, only 2.5 per 
cent — or 1,375 — are women. 
Why is the door to the exec­ 
utive suite so resistant to the 
feminine touch? 
Mostly prejudice, according 
to many experts. Dr. Goodwin 
Watson, a former sociologist 
at Columbia Teachers College, 
has studied the problem. He 
savs that “ the actual personali­ 
ty of women executives sel­ 
dom corresponds to the stereo­ 
type persists. Even when men 
and women do meet an “ able 
and admirable” 
woman ad­ 
ministrator who is not hard- 
driving and unfeminine, “ they 
regard her as an exception and 
preserve their prejudice.” 
Says one distaff executive: 
“ There is an invisible line be­ 
yond which women do not go... 
they are being passed over in 
top level executive positions.” 


Chimes in Betty Friedan, au­ 
thor of “ The Feminine Mys­ 
tique,” “ Sex discrimination is 
the only kind of discrimination 
that’s fashionable and taken as 
a joke. The question is not 
whether women should work 
but where.” 
Things are improving, though. 
4 recent court decision bar­ 
ring separate Help Wanted ads 
for male and female as dis­ 
crimination may help women get 
better paying jobs. Some em­ 
ployment agencies continue to 
see problems, however. Says 
one 
employment 
counsellor, 
“ We still have to educate the 
corporation.” 
. 
John E, Sullivan, president of 
The National Registry, contends 
that his service is helping to 
do just that. “ When we receive 
a job opening from a corpora- 
tion, we match 
the opening 
against every name in our file- 
male and female. We’re just 
interested in finding the people 
most qualified for the opening, 
regardless of sex. When match­ 
es are made, we mail a full- 
page description of the opening 
to the individual who is free 
to follow-up, as he (or she) 
wishes. 
“ In any event, a lot of cor­ 
porate personnel directors are 
hearing from some highly qual­ 
ified 
women 
who have been 
matched by our service, and I 
imagine this has gone along way 
towards changing the thinking of 
many.” 
So 
women 
are breaking 
through, 
despite slow promo­ 
tions, career blockage, and ex­ 
clusion from trainee and pro­ 
fessional schools because of 
According to one successful 
young lady, a Phi Beta Kappa., 
“ the trick is to find a young 
firm that is chiefly interested 
in capable people. Choose the 
first firm you work for on the 
basis of the training you’ll get. 
After that, work hard. 
“ I think there are tremen­ 
dous advantages to being a wom­ 
an,” 
she 
concludes. “ Since 
most professions are dominat­ 
ed by men, if you’re any good , 
you’re bound to stand out.”

rath landed in Saigon. 
“ I wanted to do something 
constructive while I was over 
there,” he says. “ I wanted to 
help in any way I could. I 
wanted to go more than just 
shake a lot of hands. One day 
I happened upon an Army mail 
call. I watched a lot of guys 
get mail, but I also noticed 
the guys who didn’t get any­ 
thing. They tried to act real 
brave about it, like it didn’t 
really matter, but deep down 
you knew those kids 
were 
hurting. 
“ I remember stopping one 
kid. A private first class. May­ 
be 17 or 18, no more. He talk­ 
ed with a Southern accent, and 
I thought he might be from 
Georgia. I asked why he didn’t 
receive any mail. 
‘‘Got nobody to write me,” 
he said. 
“ Why?” 
‘‘My folks’re dead. Only re­ 
lative I got is an aunt, and she 
is pretty sick.” 
‘‘What about friends from 
school?” 
‘I quit school. Didn’t like it 
too much.” 
That night, Dick Schafrath 
says, the idea hit him. 
‘‘I kept thinking about that 
kid. So young, with nobody back 
home. I wondered how many 
more were in the same boat. 
I decided when I got back home, 
I’d start a campaign for letters. 
Even if I only got a couple hund­ 
red, I figured they’d make some 
guys a little happier. And I’d 
be contriburing something.” 
When he returned to Cleve­ 
land, he hooked up with a radio 
station and an advertising ag­ 
ency, and launched his drive. 
In three weeks, over 12,000 
letters poured in and, he says, 
no end is in sight. ‘‘I can’t 
believe it. The other day I 
thought things might be slow­ 
ing down. Only 800 came in. I 
thought I might get to take it 
easy at last, but the next day 
there were 1,200 more. 
Schafrath has opened an of­ 
fice in a downtown Cleveland 
building to store the mail, and

has hired two secretaries to 
help him sort it. The USO comes 
over every day to read each 
letter (cranks are tossed out) 
and, when the final O.K. is 
granted, they are packaged off 
to all parts of South Vietnam. 


‘‘When they get there,” says 
Schafrath, ‘‘they are distribut­ 
ed to all the individual compan­ 
ies. W'hen mail call comes, the 
guys 
who don’t 
receive any 
letters can dip into the hopper 
and pick out one or two. That 
way, everybody gets mail. Sim­ 
ple as that.” 
Schafrath says he has looked 
over almost every piece of 
mail 
that 
has been sent in. 
Many 
are from teenage girls, 
who 
douse the envelopes in 
perfume and implore the re­ 
cipients to write back. 


‘‘Some of these girls are 
sending four, five letters in,” 
he says. “ They probably fig­ 
ure the percentages are bet­ 
ter if they’ve got four or five 
guys writing to them, instead 
of only one. 
“But there have been touch­ 
ing ones. One woman who had 
just lost a son over there, 
wrote 
a remarkable letter. A 
former soldier, who lost an 
eye in Vietnam, wrote because 
he said he knew what it felt 
like over there. Many school 
have made projects out of the 
idea and sometimes I get 50 
or 60 letters in one package 
from a group of grade-school 
kids, who are still too young 
to know what it’s all about. 


“ It’s 
the most gratifying 
thing I’ve ever done. When I 
started it all, I honestly figur­ 
ed that if I could get a couple 
hundred I’d be lucky. Now when 
I go to the post office every 
day, the guys working there 
don’t say anything to me; they 
just point to the corner where 
the mailbags are piled up. 


“ But 1 intend to keep this 
thing going as long as there 
are people willing to write.

— Much of baseball’s drama 
and excitement 
comes from 
slugging, from the home run 
with the bases loaded, from the 
slide for the triple. Now, the 
game has nearly evolved to a 
game of catch between pitcher 
and catcher, with the batter 
there only for decoration. 
— Other sports, primarily 
football, basketball, golf are 
competing stronger than ever 
for the fans’ entertainment dol­

— Talent is thinning because 
of the lure of gigantic bonuses

Tobacco sales seen going up in smoke

NEW YORK (UPI)-Cigarette 
manufacturers are diversifying 
rapidly on the frank assumption 
that their business futures in 
tobacco have become somewhat 
dubious. 
No one expects millions of 
Americans suddenly to kick the 
smoking habit, but a decline in 
cigarette smoking started late 
in 1967 and is continuing and 
even accelerating a little. So far 
the drop in consumption is only 
1.75 per cent, but appears that 
consumption is not going to 
bounce back as it did in 1965 
after 
the surgeon general’s 
initial report on smoking and 
health. 
Philip Morris, Inc., started 
die diversification trend in 1957 
and it now is picking up steam 
for a variety of reasons. One is 
the apparent determination of 
the Federal 
Communications 
Commission (FCC) and Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) to 
end all cigarette advertising on 
television and radio. 
The FCC and FTC have the 
power 
to 
do 
this 
unless 
Congress enacts an extension of 
a 
law 
expiring 
June 
30 
forbidding any further restric­ 
tions on broadcast cigarette 
advertising. 
While there appears to be 
sentiment in the House in favor 
of extending the moratorium, 
the tobacco 
industry is up 
against growing opposition in 
the Senate. Sen. Frank E. Moss, 
ELUtah, 
has 
threatened 
a 
filibuster to prevent any exten­ 
sion. Moss says there is a 
growing awareness in Congress 
of the danger to national health 
from smoking. 
Whether the loss of broadcast 
advertising — which absorbs 
around 73 per cent of the $250 
million plus the tobacco compa­ 
nies spend yearly on advertising 
—would cause the decline in 
smoking to accelerate rapidly is 
quite a question. 
Frank Maxwell of Oppenhei- 
mer & Co., one of the few 
analysts who 
specializes 
in 
tobacco stocks, doesn’t think so. 
He points out that in Britain, 
Italy 
and 
the 
Scandinavian 
countries, where broadcast ad­ 
vertising has been halted, this 
has not affected sales.

there’s no San Francisco?”

called The Shangos. In a 
cheerful Calypso rhythm, it 
tells how the West Coast is 
going to be destroyed by an 
earthquake and sink into the 
sea. It is a big hit. 


Californians laugh 
at it 
and sing it, but it’s kind of 
nervous laughter and shaky 
song. That’s because of the 
wild rumors sweeping the 
state that there will be an 
earthquake, probably on F ri­ 
day. April 4, which will send 
the West Coast sliding into 
the Pacific Ocean. 


‘‘Where can we go, when 
there’s no San Diego?” 
“Sure,” says a spokesman 


at Cal Tech. ‘‘our seismolo- 
gical departm ent has heard 
the rumors. Who hasn't? But 
nobody in the departm ent is 
moving.” 


JOKE: 
‘‘You know 
why 
Howard Hughes bought up 
Las Vegas?” 
“No, why?” 
“So he could have beach­ 
front property.” 
“The theory that an earth­ 
quake along the San Andreas 


fault could 
separate Cali­ 
fornia from the rest of the 
nation.” says an official of 
the California Disaster Of­ 
fice. 
“ is wrong. There is 
nothing to substantiate it.” 


“Better get ready to tie 
up your boat in Idaho." 
A strange cult named the 
Fellowship of the Ancient 
Mind applied, in Los Angeles 
City Hall, for a permit. They 
wanted official sanction for 


‘‘We’ve been taking tests 
along the S a n A n d r e a s 
fault.” says a man in the 
Geological S u r v e y office. 
"The pressures there are no 
greater now than they were 
this time last year.” 
“Do you know the swim?”

Thirty-three California con­ 
gressmen have ai>pealed to the 
U.S. Department of Transport,*, 
tion for a federal test, at a cost 
of about $10 million, of the 
gravity-vacuum transit (GVT) 
system 
developed 
by 
Tube 
Transit Corp., of Palo Alto, 
Calif. 
In the GVT system, pressure- 
tight 
trains 
would move at 
speeds up to 300 miles an hour 
through underground chutes. A 
trip from downtown Los Ai>. 
geles to International Airport, 
20 mileb away, would take eight 
minutes. 
Like pneumatic tubes used in 
offices and stores, the tubes 
would l>e purged of most of 
their air to form a partial 
vacuum. The tunnel would slope 
downward for part of the train’s 
run, pass its lowest point at the 
middle, then run uphill to the 
next station. 
The pendulum-like path would 
employ the natural force of 
gravity, with the initial power 
supplied by the atmospheric air 
behind 
the 
train driving it 
forward through the tube. 
Passengers in the windowless 
vehicles would 
feel nothing 
more than a slight acceleration. 
Since the train would be just 
aliout as wide as the tunnel it 
runs in, they would not see the 
exterior of the train or the 
double-rimmed 
steel 
wheels 
fitted over steel rails. 
No noise, air pollution, or 
above - the - ground eyesores 
would result from the GVT, and 
it i-ould be built without use of 
valualile surface profierty. 


No reservations would 
be 
needed 
for 
the 
all-weather 
system, which would offer a 
smooth, quiet, air-conditioned 
ride. Trams < ould leave Dulles 
Airport in Washington, D.C., for 
example, 
every 
10 minutes, 
carrying 
as many as 6,000 
passengers an hour eai.h way. 
With no oi*.board engines, the 
only power requirement would 
be for pumps to suck out the air 
in the tunnel to create the 
vat uum. It is estimated 1,600 


passengers could travel three 
miles at a total cost of $2 for 
electricity.

Padre Promotes 
Church Reform

CHICAGO 
(N EA )—Any 
Roman 
C a t h o l i c 
priest 
named Patrick J. O’Malley 
has got to be a Bing Crosbv- 
Pat 
O’Brien 
anything-the- 
Pope-says-goes-type 
padre, 
right? 


But not this Patrick J. 
O’Malley. He’s as far from 
the kindly old Irish parish 
priest stereotype as Chicago 
is from Dublin. 


He’s young, big—he gives 
the 
impression 
he 
could 
handle himself in a street 
brawl as well as he does on 
a pulpit—and he’s hip. He 
digs things like skiing at 
Aspen, Colo., “ because 
it 
unbugs me,” 


Father 
O’Malley, 
36, 
a 
product of Chicago’s tough 
West Side, is one of the new 
breed of Catholic priests, 
lie’s a rebel, not the Father 
Groppi kind, but a rebel. He 
loves his God, his church 
and his fellow man. Because 
he does, he works very hard 
at trying to bring a new 
meaning, a new sense of in­ 
volvement to the priesthood. 


As one of the founders and 
first 
president 
of the re­ 
cently 
organized 
National 


Federation of Priests’ Coun­ 
cils. F a t h e r O'Malley is 
dedicated to helping make 
his church a “ now” organ­ 
ization. an organization that 
is “ highly elastic and adapt­ 
able and always listening to 
the needs of the people it is 
supposed to serve ” 
“ There are councils in al­ 
most every diocese :n the 
United States,” he reports. 
“ We re striving for a more 
accountable 
responsibility 
for priests and we thus hope 
to become an active force 
for reasonable change and 
adaption within the church. 
We recognize that those in 
authority 
can’t 
do every­ 
thing. To this end the feder­ 
ation is programed to pro­ 
mote mutual understanding, 
co-operation 
and 
planning 
among priests and their su­ 
periors ” 
“ We re not trying to create 
a caste system, an elite or 
anything else. We re always 
saying that we’ve become 
priests to serve the people 
and the c o m m u n i t y. All 
we’re asking is that those in 
authority let us do this and 
carry the responsibility that 
goes with it.” 
Father O’Malley says the 
federation also is deeply in­ 
volved with the problems 


confronting 
modern young 
priests, problems like celi­ 
bacy and birth control. 
“ Many of the problems of 
being a priest today lie with 
the priests themselves.” he 
notes. “ They simply don't 
know what’s happening. It’s 
not all their fault. They’ve 
been prepared for service in 
an accelerated, ever-chang­ 
ing world in the closed, lim­ 
ited society of the seminary. 
They are sent out into the 
world 
to 
find 
that 
what 
they’ve been taught in the­ 
ory doesn’t always apply in 
reality.” 
Take the question of celi­ 
bacy. 
“ C e l i b a c y , ” the priest 
says, “ certainly doesn’t pre­ 
pare a young priest for per­ 
son a 1 
relationships 
with 
those he hopes to serve 
It 
puts him apart from his peo­ 
ple. How can a celibate, tor 
example, rap with anyone 
with sex problems’’ 
“ B e s i d e s , how do you 
teach anyone celibacy? It’s 
easy to instill a discipline 
when there’s no temptation. 
But a young priest has to 
work in a world of mine 
skirts and sexy perfume and 
man; he begins to wonder. I 
think he ought to be able to 
opt for or against celibacy, 


whatever is his bag.” 
Would he marry, if and 
when the church, as he feels 
it some day must, departs 
from its traditional stand on 
c e l i b a c y ? “ I might. I ’ll 
make that decision if the 
time ever comes,” he says, 
laughs and adds. “ I haven’t 
got anything on the string 
now “ 
Then there’s birth control. 
“ Priests should stay out of 
the bedroom. What goes on 
b e t w o e n 
man 
and wife 
should be their own personal 
matter. They are the two 
people who know the most 
about their relationship and 
their problems. This is why 
the church should listen to 
what 
married 
people 
are 
saying. This is why there is 
so much opposition to the 
Pope’s encyclical.” 
He differs w ith critics who 
view up-dating religion as a 
departure from 
traditional 
values. “ It isn’t change from 
those values. We feel we’re 
building on tradition, not de­ 
stroying it It has to be done 
if religion is to keep pace 
with the times. 
“ The church has got to 
change if it is to serve its 
people."

gasoline taxes at the rate 
of $17,000 a minute, $1 million an hour and $24.5 million 
daily. In all, they will pay nearly $9 billion in motor fuel 
taxes in 1969. Today, combined state and federal gasoline 
taxes perage 10.8 cents a gallon — the equivalent of a sales 
levy of nearly 50 per cent on purchases of regular-grade gas­ 
oline. Motor fuel generates more tax revenue for government 


than any other commodity. Gasoline taxes have provided the 
major share of the revenue for a nationwide highway sys­ 
tem that is the envy of the world —despite diversion of bil­ 
lions of dollars to general uses in some states. 
No one can deny that the requirements of our complex, mech­ 
anized society call for costly governmental services. But, 
the peril of the taxing power is becoming more evident each 
year, and the appetites of official spenders at all levels of 
government have become insatiable. Tax collectors in the U S 
are now taking approximately 30 per cent of the total value of 
all goods and services produced in the nation. 


Limited ABM ? 


Planning strategy for World War ffl is called “ thinkin'- 
about the unthinkable.” 
It is not just that a thermonuclear holocaust is too horrible 
to contemplate. It is that there are simply too many variables 
possibilities and unknown quantities for anyone to know what 
would really happen should someone actually initiate a “ mis­ 
sile exchange.” 
Underlying President Nixon’s proposal for a limited anti- 
pailistic missile system to protect the nation’s missile sites 
IS one basic assumption — that an enemy, to have any hope of 
winning,’ would have to give first priority to wiping out or 
crippling his opponent’s retaliatory strength. 
Thus it follows logically that an ABM system that guarantees 
or makes an enemy believe it guarantees —that some of 
our retaliatory strength would survive a first strike would be 
1 
means of staying his hand and preserving peace, 
logic fails to hold up upon closer examination, however. 
It conflicts with another basic assumption, which is that an 
enemy would have to shoot his entire nuclear wad in the be­ 
ginning. While he might save a few m issiles to mop up a few 
cities or other countries afterwards, it he hasn’t obliterated 
his opponent, including his opponent’s population centers as 
well as missile sites, in the first round, then he has failed. 
The only feasible course for an aggressor would be to in- 
flict as much punishment as he could in a first strike and hope 
that the second - strike punishment he would have to take would 
^ 
M “ acceptable” level - say 20 or 30 million dead. 
Thus Russia’s m issiles, should they ever come, would come 
not by twos or threes but in battalions. It is impossible to

imagine that a president, faced with a radar horizon sparkling 
with the blips of hundreds of oncoming m issiles due to explode 
all over the country in 15 minutes, would order that only our 
ABMs be fired. It is impossible to imagine this even if there 
were an ABM ring around every city. 
Not unless there existed a 100 per cent perfect defense 
against a missile attack could a president hold back imme­ 
diate retailiation — and a 100 per cent perfect defense is some­ 
thing that not even the staunchest advocates of the ABM claim 
is possible. 
Because of this fact, the ABM has been put forward as a 
short-term defense against the Chinese, who at present have 
only a handful of intercontinental m issiles. 
But cr^ y as the Red Chinese seem to be, it is also impos­ 
sible to imagine them wasting their few m issiles against our 
m issile sites and sparing our cities, while inviting devastat­ 
ing retaliation upon themselves. 
Thus, it is argued, there can be no such thing as a limited 
ABM system. Either the nation foregoes the ABM entirely, 
or it must embark on a full-scale megabillion-dollar program 
to include the cities — and even this could be easily nullified 
by an enemy simply by doubling or tripling his missile- 
launching capability. 
It is said that President Nixon is really using the ABM to 
get the Russians to sit down for some serious talks about di^ 
armament. But it seems a terribly expensive and roundabout 
way to appeal to Russian logic. 
Surely they have as many people thinking about the un­ 
thinkable as we do. 


Equal billing 


Several members of the City Council 
are toying with the idea of borrowing an 
innovation from the electronic age to 
aid in the conduct of council business. 
As it now stands, 
when a matter is put 
to a vote in council 
chambers, the five 
council 
members 
vote 
alphabetically 
in progressive rota­ 
tion — the tie-break­ 
ing vote belongs to 
the final vote. This is 
called the hammer in 
political circles. 
Some people view the hammer system 
as being somewtiat unfair because it es­ 
tablishes advantages and disadvantages- 
dependent upon the individual’s position 
when the roll call vote is taken. 
By way of example, assume a con­ 
troversial zoning ordinance comes be­ 
fore Council, 
On the face of the issue 
and based on presently accepted prao 
tices the zone change should be passed 


but it is highly unpopular with a strong 
clique of voters. Should the first three 
persons to vote on the matter all cast 
affirmative votes, thereby assuring pas- 
sage of the change, the final two coun­ 
cil members could exercise the option of 
voting against the issue for the sake of 
public approval. Naturally, this makes 
the assumption that some council mem­ 
bers may not vote their conscience. 
This is not to infer such but merely 
to establish thinking on the subject. 
What is being discussed is an elec­ 
tronic vote counter, a relatively inex­ 
pensive item, but one which would afford 
all iiiembers of council equal billing 
when it comes to voting on matters. 
Laq counter consists of “ yes” and 
“no” buttons at each council chair. 
The city clerk has a button which con­ 
trols the built in delay mechanism. When 
a vote is called for, each council mem­ 
ber presses the button which reflects 
his thinking on the subject. After all 
buttons have been pressed, the city clerk 
then releases the delay mechanism and

the votes are visually presented on a 
counter that is mounted on the wall in 
front of the viewing audience. 
It is a gadget but one that is worthy 
of investigating, 


SHORT TAKES 
At the March 18 meeting, a matter 
calling for the rezoning of property 
at the intersection of A Street and 
North Avenue came before the City 
Council. The key elements of the request 
on the part of developers dealt with 
philosophies regarding the merits of 
Convenience Center (C-C) as opposed to 
Planned Development. (P-D), The people 
who live in that area of town wanted 
the PD Zoning retained because they 
felt it gave them more control of the type 
of businesses that might be allowed to go 
into the 
development. Tlie developers 
wanted the C-C, which is a more firm, 
zoning, because they felt it allowed them 
more opportunity to obtain financial 
underwriting for construction purposes. 


Council voted unanimously to deny the 
zone change. While the vote was no 
eartli-shaking decision, it did contain an 
element which is worthy of mentioning. 


Art Scott, owner of the Central Coast 
Realty Co., could have abstained from 
that vote and kept in good graces with 
both developers and the residents. He 
refused. In fact, he was a key ingre­ 
dient in the move to deny the change. 
He based his arguments on tlie premise 
that the residents were there long before 
and their rights and desires should take 
precedence. 


Scott’s willingness to put his elected 
position before his business interests 
illustrates well that it is not always easy 
to be apoliticlan and that in some instanc­ 
es it could prove costly — a fact which 
citizens and voters don’t always appre­ 
ciate.

Nation s friend 


SAIGON — An enormous Gulliver tied 
down by the Liliputin»- - - that is the 
impression the visitor brings away after 
a glimpse of this deeply-troubled land. 
It might be closer to the truth to say 
that the American Gulliver has tied 
himself down with a force so dispro- 
priate to the task as to seem at times 
sheer fantasy. 
So long as the force remains, any 
threat to the government of President 
Nguyen Van Thieu is remoted, if not 
nonexistent. But that is precisely the 
dilemma of the decision makers in 
Washington. President Thieu told this 
reporter that no American troops must 
be withdrawn. That might happen at the 
end of the year, but he seemed doubt­ 
ful about that. 
Some time in late April, if casualties 
continue at the present rate, the num­ 
ber of battle deaths will exceed the 
33,629 of the Korean War. This will 
be a kind of watershed marking the 
courage, the discipline, and the sac­ 
rifice 
of the combat force 
brought 
lO.OCK) miles from home to fight in an 
alien land. It will also raise the har­ 
vest of questions— whether there is any 
end to the conflict. 
Ending the fighting will not be enough 
if the government in Saigon lacks the 
popular support to weld the country 
together. Here the doubts are deepest 
While Thieu has just re juggled his cab­ 
inet, the changes signify little, according 
to those familiar with the intriqués in 
and around the presidential palace. 
It continues to be a military govern­ 
ment, reaching out from the capital into 
the provinces where colonels approved 
by the regime are named as chiefs and 
reluctantly accept the assignment, since 
it takes them out of promotion in the 
chain of command. Thieu explains this 
by saying that only military men have 
sufficient authority in wartime to govern. 
Disturbing reports persist in divisional 
commanders who are not only corrupt 
but incompetent. In 111 Corps, a key 
area where from four to five North 
Vietnamese divisions are dug in only 
about 40 miles from Saigon, cautious 
hints have been made to high authority 
on the need for a change. The results 
have been nil. The wife of one of the 
commantters 
conducts 
several flour­ 
ishing businesses, said to owe a lot 
to the flow of supplies from American 
sources. 
Beneath the suface there seems little 
doubt of a profound and widespread 
longing for peace. Buddhists are jailed 
or kept under constant surveillance for 
fear they will kindle this longing in 
demonstrations. Newspapers are supi> 
ressed — 19 since the ending of cen­ 
sorship— for expresssing the possibil­ 
ity of a coalition with the National Lib­ 
eration Front. They are, to be sure, 
marginal sheets \Lith little circulation. 
But that the government fears them 
enough to suppress them is sympto­ 
matic of the uncertainty of the Thieu 
Government’s hold on opinion. 
At the Manila Conference of the allie:; 
contributing to the war effort in Souti; 
Vietnam. 
President Lyndon Johnson 
pledged in 1966 that American forces 
would be taken out of Vietnam six 
months after a peace settlement. So 
overwhelming is the scale of the Am­ 
erican commitment, however, this would 
appear to be Impossible on the face of 
it. Yet Americans here insist the Viet­ 
namese could take over this huge es­ 
tablishment and, at least in part, staff 
it. 


T le United States Army headquarters 
at Long Binh, 20 miles from Saigon, is a 
city in Itself stretching away as far as 
the eye can see. The personnel tliere is 
put at 40,000 and it may be closer to 
50,000. The installations at Cam Ranh 
Bay are equally impressive. The air­ 
field at Bien Hoa outranks Chicago’s 
O’Hare, with 860,000 landings and take; 
offs a year. 
The military telej^one book is as 
thick as that of a small American city, 
and most listings are from switchboards 
wth multiple extensicxis. The military 
runs a passenger airline. Air America, 
with operations throughout the area and 
offices in several Asian capitals. In 


pix centers the Army runs a huge 
merchandising 
operation 
for 
the 
550,000 troops on the ground. 
The stress from Washington at the 
moment is on the training of the Viet­ 
namese Army. Undoubtedly progress has 
been made during the past year. But, it the 
Army of the Republic of Vietnam (ARVN) 
is to become an independent force, there 
is a long way to go and the appropri- 
tions for this purpose being proposed 
in Wasliington are woefully inadequate. 
Presumably the ARVN would take over 
the hundreds of helicopters essential to 
the American operation. That would 
mean a problem of miintenance that 
occasionally gets beyond ttie hard-press­ 
ed force of American technicians. At 
present 
200 Vietnamese are 
in the 
United States being trained in mainten­ 
ance. That is a small beginning. 
American advisers, civilians for the 
most party, many of them retired mil­ 
itary, are at every level of Vietnamese 
life. They are, in many instances, ded­ 
icated men serving in difficult and often 


dangerous posts. There are also time 
servers whose advice seems at best 
a superfluity. Almost everyone with 
whom this reporter talked agreed that 
reducing the number selectively would 
contribute both to efficiency and econ­ 
omy. 
Military progress, with the air strik­ 
ing power once directed against the 
North now concentrated in the South 
and on the Ho Chi Minh Trail, yes. 
Progress in the tough task of pacifi­ 
cation with new techniques. But the 
challenge, in tlie view of one of the 
most knowledgeable men, Gerald C. 
Hickey, who has spent eight years in 
Vietnam witli tlie Rand Corporation, is 
for a government that can reach an 
accommodation with the multiple fac­ 
tions so long at odds. 
According to Hickey, that accommo­ 
dation in any meaningful sense has not 
yet begun. Until it is achieved, a peace 
settlement is an illusion to be dis­ 
pelled sooner or later — sooner rather 
than later— by a Communist take-over.
